TRANSLATION NOTES 


Japanese is a tricky language for most 
Westerners, and translation is often more 
art than science. For your edification and 
reading pleasure, here are notes on some 
of the places where we could have gone 
in a different direction with our translation 
of the work, or where a Japanese cultural 
reference is used. 


Ogres, page 3 

[3.1] 

These creatures are called oni in Japan and 
have been variously translated into English 
as demons, ogres, goblins or just left as is. 


Turnabout! The Secret of the Ogres , page

The Romanized Japanese title of this arc is 
kikikaikai, or “Ogres Mysterious”, which is a 
takeoff of kikikaikai (but with different kanji 
characters), a mid-80’s Taito arcade game 

in which a shrine maiden battle various 
traditional Japanese monsters, including oni. 


A number of talismans, page 21 

[2u2) 

Fuda are paper talismans issued by a Shinto 
shrine and hung in a house or 
establishment for protection against evil. 


Rice balls!, page 66

This pun doesn't really translate smoothly 
into English. Again, ogre is oni in 
Japanese. Rice ball is onigiri. Though the 
kanji for the two words are different, they 
sound the same. Hence, here, onigiri (rice 
ball) = oni kiri = ogre-cutter. 


Slept with my belly uncovered, page 136 
1136.4] 

This is a reference to the traditional 
Japanese belief that you're likely to catch 
a cold if you sleep with your stomach 
uncovered. 


Rumor has it, page 137 

1137.1] 

Finding a place not through Google Maps or 
GPS but via the grapevine and sometimes 
vague neighborhood directions is a very 
Japanese thing to do. 


Slippers, page 140 

[140.6] 

Normally, patients at a doctor’s office or 
clinic leave their shoes by the door and 
switch to provided slippers (usually found 
in cubbyholes by the door). 


That Clive guy, page 173 

[173.6] 

Dick Gumshoe especially tends to be 
respectful of people, addressing even 
murder suspects as Mr./Ms. (-san in 
Japanese). However, both Miles and Dick 
seem to single out Clive Fortuna in this 
story for more casual treatment. In the 
Japanese, they use his last name and add 
-kun, a less polite honorific used for people 
younger than yourself, someone of a lower 
social status, and sometimes between 
friends. In this story, | imagine it’s because 
of the age difference, which would put both 
Miles and Dick in their mid-30s at least... or 
perhaps they just don’t like Clive for some 
reason... 


Someone is spreading gossip, page 196 
[196.4] 

This is a reference to another folk belief. In 
this case, the idea is that when you sneeze, 
it means people are talking about you 
behind your back.
